This instruction implements AFPD 34-1,  Morale, Welfare, Recreation , and Services Programs.  It out-
lines the  Air Force Morale, Welfare, and Recreation Advisory Board’s (AFMWRAB) concept of opera-
tion and how the Secretary of the Air Force (SAF) and Chief of Staff of the Air Force (CSAF) want the
Board run.

SUMMARY OF REVISIONS

This instruction changes the AFMWRAB from a decision body to an advisory body that makes recom-
mendations to the CSAF.  It establishes the new AFMWRAB composition and identifies the HQ USAF
Services staff as the Board’s administrators.

1. AFMWRAB Authority. Department of Defense Directive 1015.1, Establishment, Management, and
Control of Nonappropriated Fund Instrumentalities, August 19, 1981, establishes a requirement for the
AFMWRAB.

2. AFMWRAB Charter. The AFMWRAB is an advisory body that makes recommendations to the
CSAF on the overall Services program.  It:

• Suggests broad policies for Services and for the use of nonappropriated funds (NAF) at all

• Reviews NAF budgets for the Air Force Services headquarters (HQ USAF/SV), the Air F
Services Agency (AFSVA), and centrally funded programs.

• Recommends ways to use or distribute central NAF revenue sources (such as AAFES divi

• Recommends NAF financing for construction projects that MAJCOMs and bases can’t fund

3. AFMWRAB Operating Philosophy. The AFMWRAB bases its actions on "common cause."  T
philosophy:

• Ensures the prudent use of available resources to promote the best interests of the Air For
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• Provides balanced support for all Air Force communities.

4. AFMWRAB Composition. SAF and CSAF approve the AFMWRAB's membership.  See Table 1.
for a list of AFMWRAB members and advisors.

4.1. The Finance and Audit (F&A) Committee and F&A Investment Subcommittee suppo
AFMWRAB.

4.1.1. The F&A Committee reviews financial results and advises the AFMWRAB on fina
plans, budgets, and overall financial operations for the Services community.  See Table 2. for a
list of members and advisors.

4.1.2. The F&A Investment Subcommittee reviews investment practices for Air Force 
Instrumentalities and advises the F&A Committee on investment strategies.  See Table 3. for a list
of members and advisors.

5. AFMWRAB Responsibilities:

5.1. The Air Force Vice Chief of Staff (HQ USAF/CV), as AFMWRAB Chair, ensures the Bo
performs its duties according to the AFMWRAB charter.  The Board meets twice a year, norm
March and August, and any time the Chair calls a special meeting.

5.2. The HQ USAF/SV staff administers and conducts the daily business of the AFMWRAB.
